Report of Selectmen 


To those of us closest to the overall affairs of the Town, 1975 has, at 
times, seemed much more a year of problems than of solutions. There 
were, however, some solid accomplishments — more if one counts what 
may be good beginnings which will bear fruit in the future. 


During the year we were faced with the retirement of two department 
heads, Mr. Robert B. Woodman of the Water Department and Mr. Harold 
G. Wyatt of the Highway Department. Replacing these gentlemen was not 
easy. Not only are they both exceptionally good men, but in their many 
years of service had stores of information in their minds not found in the 
records and which come only with experience. Fortunately, we have found 
replacements for both positions who are doing a fine job. We have also 
selected a new Town Manager who will be with us in early February. 
While we seem to have weathered these changes, it is not easy for a small 
force such as ours to absorb so many changes in Key personnel. We all owe 
a vote of thanks to the members of our small office staff headed by Mrs. 
Mary Devine for their devotion to duty and to Mr. Earle Hardy who has so 
freely given of his time and knowledge during the year. 


Another problem area has been accounting and bookkeeping. For 
years, the State has performed the town audit, but, of late, the auditors 
have fallen behind in their work. By late 1975, we had not had a complete 
audit since 1973 and there was none in sight. We decided we could not allow 
this situation to continue and hired, as authorized by law, a private 
auditing firm. As of mid-January 1976, an audit of our 1974 books was 
completed and is printed in this town report. The audit of 1975 will be 
completed in time for use in establishing our 1976 tax rate and will be 
published in next year’s town report. We cannot be proud of the situation 
revealed by the 1974 audit, nor is it likely that the 1975 audit will be much 
better. For anyone wishing to place blame for this state of affairs, start 
with us, the Selectmen. To the best of our knowledge, the mistakes are all 
honest ones and no permanent harm has been done. In fact our financial 
position is too good, if that is possible, since we have a greater surplus 
than we should have. Correction of the understatement of our surplus 
made while computing the 1975 tax rate will undoubtedly keep down our 
1976 rate. We have already taken some steps to improve the operation, and 
the first order of business of our new town manager will be to raise it to the 
highest standards. 

For over two years, we have attempted to make the Water and Sewer 
Departments self - supporting. In the final analysis this can only be done 
by raising the rates to users, but, as indicated by the 1974 audit, a necessary 
first step is to establish proper accounting procedures and, so far, this has 
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not been done. We shall do our best to see this accomplished in 1976. 


In the matter of solid waste disposal, we pursued the matter of gaining 
State approval for the so-called open pit incinerator to a point where it 
seemed evident that no decision would be forthcoming before the 1 
December 1975 date set at the 1975 Town Meeting. We had about decided to 
adopt the conventional incinerator approach when a private contractor 
proposed a different approach in which the waste would be hauled by 
contractor-owned vehicles to privately owned land fill sites in the Ossipee 
area. The proposition seemed sufficiently attractive to merit study. 
Together with the Selectmen of Center Harbor, we have been studying the 
matter, but as of the time this report is being written, no decision has been 
made. 


We have been unable to accomplish two important road improvement 
projects. Parts of Cattle Landing Road from the end of Meredith Neck 
Road to the parking lot are dangerously narrow. A project was started to 
bring the road into conformance with a layout made in 1960. This had to be 
stopped when it developed that at least part of the layout had been set 
aside by the Belknap County Commissioners on the grounds that ‘‘ac- 
commodation of the public’”’ did not require the layout. Record of this 
action had not been found in town records. The second road project which 
has not moved is for improvement of Meredith Neck Road which is legally 
a State road. Preliminary plans for improving the intersection of the road 
and Pleasant Street had been prepared by the State by fall of 1975. 
Whether actual work will start in the spring has not been determined. 


Three important construction projects were completed in 1975. The 
Pleasant Street sewer extension was completed and is in operation. By 
shortly after Town Meeting, we hope to have settled all accounts con- 
nected with the project. The so-called Fire House Brook sewer extension 
was also completed with significant savings to the town as compared with 
original estimates. Finally, reconstruction of Winona Shore Road was 
completed. 


We view 1976 with guarded optimism. We think we have a good staff. 
We know where the significant problems are and think we have a fair idea 
of how they can be solved. 

Thanks to our hard working Bicentennial Committee there will be 
ample opportunity for all of us to express the love we should feel for our 
Country. ‘‘Love the United States - take it in your arms, hug it and close 
your eyes when it treats you harshly. Don’t expect it to owe you anything, 
for it doesn’t. True democracies are getting rare in this world and when 
you have landed in one you owe it much, much more than it could ever owe 
you.”’

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have examined the books and 
records of the Town of Meredith, New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1974, and have prepared the attached exhibits and schedules 
in conformity with the recommended format prescribed by the Municipal 
Services Division of the State of New Hampshire. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 
of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Public 
Library, Municipal Court and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL INFORMATION 


General Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative balance sheets which disclose the financial condition of 
the general fund as of December 31, 1973 and December 31, 1974, are 
presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the current surplus of the 
Town increased by $93,300 in 1974, from $102,413 at December 31, 1973 to 
$195,713 at December 31, 1974. 


Analysis of Change in Current Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 
An analysis of the change in current financial condition of the Town is 


made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change indicated 
therein. These were as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures - Estimated 
and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 and A-4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and _ expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1974, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget 
summary (Exhibit A-4), a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$71,472, plus a revenue surplus of $46,941, resulted in a net budget surplus 
of $118,413. 


Capital Projects Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-5) 


Comparative balance sheets of the capital projects fund as of 
December 31, 1973 and December 31, 1974, are included in Exhibit A-5. 
Authorized, but unissued, long-term notes at December 31, 1974 amounted 
to $422,000. 


Comparative Statement of Appropriations, Expenditures and Fund 
Balance: (Exhibit A-6) 


A statement of capital projects fund appropriations, expenditures and 
fund balance, is disclosed in Exhibit A-6. As indicated therein, with the 
addition of Articles 35 and 36 voted at the March 6, 1974 Town Meeting, the 
fund balance totaled $409,965 at December 31, 1974. 


Enterprise Funds: 
Water and Sewer Departments: 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A-7 and A-8) 


Comparative balance sheets of the water and sewer departments as of 
December 31, 1973 and December 31, 1974, are presented in Exhibits A-7 
and A-8 respectively. As noted in our auditor’s opinion, there are no fixed 
asset or contributions in aid of construction accounts maintained for these 
funds. Likewise, there is no record of inventory maintained. Therefore, we 
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do not express an opinion on the financial statements of the Enterprise 
Funds as of December 31, 1974. 


Long-Term Indebtedness: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibit A-9) 


Comparative balance sheets disclosing the long-term indebtedness of 
the Town as of December 31, 1973 and December 31, 1974, are included in 
Exhibit A-9. As stated therein, the long-term debt of the Town decreased 
by $48,500 in 1974, from $341,500 at December 31, 1973 to $293,000 at 
December 31, 1974. 


Statement of Debt Service Requirements: (Exhibit A-10) 


A statement showing annual debt service requirements of principal 
and interest is included in Exhibit A-10. 


OTHER FUNDS AND OFFICIALS’ ACCOUNTS 


The accompanying supplemental exhibits covering segregated funds 
and the accounts of those officials entrusted with the custody, receipt or 
expenditure of Town funds, are presented in accordance with the current 
requirements of the Municipal Services Division of the State of New 
Hampshire. Although not considered necessary for a fair presentation of 
the financial statements and results of operations, our examination of 
these accounts included the same tests and auditing procedures applied in 
the examination of the aforementioned financial statements. In our 
opinion, these exhibits are stated fairly in all material respects when 
considered in conjunction with the financial statements taken as a whole. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


In addition to determining the propriety, legality and mathematical 
accuracy of the Town’s financial transactions, the primary function of the 
annual examination and audit is to ascertain whether the statements 
prepared from the accounts and records present fairly the financial 
position and results of operation of the constituent funds, in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles. All accounting and 
bookkeeping procedures of the Town of Meredith constitute the system of 
internal control for the safeguarding of the assets of the Town. Reliance 
should not wholly be made upon the function of examination and audit. 
Internal control is not just associated with bookkeeping methods or 
bookkeeping personnel. The duties and responsibilities of governing of- 
ficials and management constitute a most important part of internal 
control, Informed, intelligent and capable individuals in responsible 
positions, must establish sound policies and business procedures to be 
employed in the day-to-day operations of the Town and assume the 
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responsibility for their execution. In our opinion, the overall responsibility 
for the record-keeping system should rest with the Town Manager. 


During the course of our examination, we noted many instances 


wherein the Town’s revenues and expenditures were not handled in a 
good, business-like manner. We cite below items of significant importance 
which outline the need for immediate improvement in the present 
methods followed by the Town: 


i 


The 1974 financial report filed with the State of New Hampshire and 
used in establishing the 1975 property tax rate, indicated that the Town 
had a current surplus of $103,167 at December 31, 1974 and $25,000 of 
this amount was used by the State to reduce the tax rate. However, as 
indicated in this audit report, the accurate current surplus figure was 
$195,713, or $92,546 more than what was stated. The discrepancy oc- 
curred because of the preparer’s lack of technical skill in the area of 
financial reporting for municipal entities. 


The Selectmen incurred costs totaling $25,455 in 1974 for the in- 
stallation of a water main along Winnipesaukee Street and paid this 
amount frem-revenue sharing funds. Federal rules and regulations 
covering the expenditure of revenue sharing funds, stipulate that the 
expenditures from the fund must be made in accordance with the laws 
and procedures applicable to the Town’s general fund revenues. In the 
State of New Hampshire this means that the expenditure of revenue 
sharing funds requires the prior approval of the annual Town Meeting. 
We did note, however, that subsequent approval for this expenditure 
was granted by adoption of Article 21 at the 1975 To" -n Meeting. 


We examined in detail some 400 vouchers covering expenditures of 
over $151,000. This test disclosed that in some instances discounts were 
not taken or interest was paid on past-due balances, indicating a 
breakdown in this particular function. In another instance, the Town 
overpaid an invoice by $922, and has subsequently received a refund as 
a result of our examination. 


The Town expended $998 for the installation of sewer connections 
during the year. According to local ordinances adopted by the Town, 
this amount is recoverable from the taxpayer in the form of an annual 
assessment. As of this date, no warrant has been given to the Tax 
Collector for this cost. 


Previously in this letter, we mentioned the major deficiencies with the 
records being maintained for the Enterprise Funds (Water and Sewer 
Departments). These funds are established to account for the finan- 
cing of self-supporting activities of the Town which render services on 
a user-charge basis to the general public. The present methods of 
accounting followed by the Town make it impossible to show whether 
these funds are operating at a profit or loss. At the present time, the 
annual debt payment on water notes and bonds amounts to $16,500, 
excluding interest, of which the water fund contributes $6,500. The 
sewer debt payments presently amount to $24,500, excluding interest, 
and $20,692 was received from sewer assessments in 1974. In general, 
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our evaluation of these funds indicates that generally accepted ac- 
counting principles applicable to enterprise funds of this type are not 
being followed. We recommend that a review of the accounting 
standards established for utilities be made and such standards be 
implemented for these departments. 


We extend our thanks to the officials and the office staff of the Town of 
Meredith for their assistance during the course of the audit.

1975 Assessor’s Report 


The 1975 Town Report for the Town of Meredith is the first to contain a 
Report of the Assessor. Therefore, it is felt that a general explanation of 
the scope of the Assessor’s duties and responsibilities would be in order. 


The Assessor’s office is responsible for arriving at an equitable 
valuation of all rateable properties within the Town of Meredith. During 
1969, Meredith underwent a full revaluation by the then State Tax Com- 
mission. Since that time, changes in valuation have occured when new 
construction, subdivision of bulk parcels, general upgrading of an area, or 
repair or remedy of a formerly negative factor has taken place; in other 
words, when anything was done which would affect the fair market value 
of a piece of property. All these changes have been assessed by the same 
standards used during the 1969 revaluation in an attempt to assure that the 
new construction, etc. would not bear a disproportionate share of the tax 
burden. In addition to the assessment of real property, the Assessor’s 
office also attempts to establish fair value on boats and mobile homes as 
required by State Law. 


In order to better serve the public, this office maintains and 
periodically updates what we consider to be a reasonably accurate set of 
Town Tax Maps. We also keep a cross reference file for use by Police, 
Fire, and Town Highway departments and the general public as well as 
the Town Office staff, listing owners names and addresses, location of 
property and valuations. It is also our responsibility to implement the 
State Laws allowing exemptions such as the Elderly Exemption, 
Veteran’s Exemption, Current Use Assessment and several others, all of 
which have considerable bearing on the tax rate set each year. 


During 1975, overall land values decreased by $130,650 due to reduc- 
tion in value of lands taxed under Current Use Assessment as provided for 
under RSA 79A:392. However, building, mobile home and other 
miscellaneous values increased sufficiently to offset this loss, resulting in 
an overall increase in valuation of approximately $758,650. This increase 
in valuation, despite the general slowdown in the economy, served to 
lessen the increase in the current tax rate. 


Throughout 1976, this office will again attempt to serve the taxpayers 
of Meredith by fairly assessing all changes in our property tax base. Our 
office is open to the public during regular working hours to answer 
whatever questions you may have regarding property within the Town of 
Meredith.

Report of the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission 


Bradbury Sprague, Chairman

Dear Mr. Sprague: 


This is the annual submission for funds to be included in your 1976 
Municipal Budget from the Lakes Region Planning Commission. The 
request for the coming year is $3,388.00. 


The funding procedure is based upon the ‘‘share average’ method. 
This proportionment method is computed upon municipal population as 
released by the New Hampshire Office of Comprehensive Planning for 
1975, and equalized valuation as determined by the State of New Hamp- 
shire, Department of Revenue Administration, Property Appraisal 
Division, for the year 1974. No community’s share will be increased or 
decreased more than 10 percent of the requested amount for the previous 
year. 


The past year has seen a substantial increase in the demand for 
technical assistance rendered by the Planning Commission to individual 
municipalities. The Planning Commission’s major role is to be of service 
to the local community, to strengthen the capability of elected officials 
and local Planning Boards in making decisions confronting them in terms 
of community development. 


We have continued our program of providing each member com- 
munity with updated base mapping, community resource mapping, which 
includes colored soils, slopes, wetlands and land capability maps, and 
have assisted in the development of Regulations, Codes and Ordinances. 
We have also provided staff reports dealing with Tax Mapping, Minor 
Subdivisions, and Wetlands — A Natural Resource. 


We recognize that many problems cannot be solved on an independent 
community basis and so attempt to encourage and develop a Regional 
approach. Several studies resulting in separate reports have been com- 
pleted. These include ‘‘Lake Winnipesaukee Water Quality,” ‘‘Squam 
Lake Water Quality,” ‘“‘Gilford Water Quality,” the regional ‘‘Economic 
Profile,’ and ‘‘Recreation Resources in the Lakes Region.”’ 


Under the designation of the Lakes Region Planning Commission, as a 
Waste Treatment Management Planning Area under the Section 208 
Program, we are currently developing a regional approach to the 
problems of water pollution, including such problems as potential 
pollution of ground water from septic tanks, storm and agricultural runoff 
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and road salts, and aim to improve the water quality within the Region 
through this work program. Our objective is the preservation of the Lake 
Winnipesaukee Watershed through careful management of the Land and 
Water Resources.

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Report Of The 
Parks and Playgrounds Commission 


At our first meeting in March, newly elected commissioners Larry 
Swain and Michael Lewis were welcomed. Larry was re-elected for 
another term and Mike was newly elected as a write in candidate. The new 
board elected William Lamper as Chairman and Michael Hatch, Vice- 
Chairman. The five member board with Recreation Director, Nathan 
Torr, reviewed policy, responsibilities and started work on its 1975 
program. 

The 1975 program began with the board of commissioners visiting all 
of its parks and recreational facilities on a Saturday in early April to 
check winter damage and to check on needs for the upcoming summer 
season. A work list for each area was made and the maintenance crew did 
the repairs and improvements. 

Again the summer program was headed by our Recreation Director, 
Nathan Torr. Nate was assisted by the lifeguards, maintenance crew and 
with additional part time personnel to help with tennis lessons and other 
athletic events. 

Leavitt Park: Required several truck loads of beach sand and com- 
plete regrading of the beach; dead trees and brush throughout the park 
were cleaned up and removed; the Meredith Jaycees tore down the old bath 
houses and two new bath houses were built by Key Town Builders; ad- 
ditional parking area was gained by relocating these two new bath houses. 

Waukewan Beach: Required several truck loads of beach sand and 
regrading of beach; because of major improvements made the previous 
year, only preventive maintenance was required to maintain this facility. 

Prescott Park: A new mowing tractor was purchased that saved 
hours of working time mowing grass; several new pieces of tot playground 
equipment were purchased; the Meredith Youth Baseball League added a 
concession stand attached to the front of our storage building; the storage 
building was reshingled and an addition was built on the back side to 
accommodate the new tractor and other equipment; a new skating rink 
shelter was built and installed near the skating rink. 

The above recap shows only major jobs completed at our recreation 
facilities. Many repairs and maintenance duties were performed at 
smaller parks such as Scenic and Hesky Parks as our facilities are con- 
stantly changing with improvements and betterments. 

The year 1975 was perhaps the busiest year ever for your commission 
and because of the Bicentennial year in 1976, our facilities will be under 
constant use and demand to an even larger degree. 

Again in 1975 all sponsored programs were attended to full capacity. 
These programs include adult and youth tennis lessons, arts and crafts, 
swimming lessons, athletic events, men’s softball league, Meredith Youth 
Soccer League and many other events for all age groups. 

The commission looking toward the future would like to see the town 
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have additional tennis courts, a second field with lights for night use at 
Prescott Park, a larger beach and parking lot at Leavitt Park and a 
covered picnic area at Hesky Park. 

The members of the Parks & Playground Commission would like to 
extend their appreciation to all parents and service groups who assisted in 
making the programs in 1975 a complete success.

The Meredith Conservation Commission was reactivated in the fall of 
1974. During 1975, the Commission met seven times. 


Some of the activities since reactivation were to sponsor and attend a 
Solid Waste Informational meeting at the Municipal Building; arrange for 
the coloring of Wet Land Maps of the Town which were furnished by the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission; and the registering of the position of 
the Commission at Dredge and Fill Board Public Hearings in Concord on 
certain developers requests. 


The Commission became a member of the New Hampshire 
Association of Conservation Commissions, and delegates attended their 
meetings. 


The Meredith Commission joined with other town organizations in 
funding the attendance of a Meredith student to the Youth Conservation 
Camp in Alexandria, N. H. from June 22 to 27. 


Delegates of the Commission attended several regional informational 
meetings of interest to the Commission. 


The Commission cooperated with the Community Action Program in 
an effort to secure garden space for those who needed land. They also 
submitted requests for aid to the Soil Conservation District in event 
Federal Funding became available for local projects. 


The Old Oak Tree was nominated by the Commission, and was ac- 
cepted by the New Hampshire Historic Tree Committee as one of thirteen 
Historic Trees in the State worthy of listing. 


The final activity for 1975 was the recommendation of the establish- 
ment of an Open Scenic Area at the junction of Route 3, Oak Street and 
Stevens Avenue by securing a Scenic Easement from the owners of the 
property.

play ; trimming the Christmas ‘‘wishing tree.’’ The Meredith News having 
microfilmed their back issues have donated the originals to the library for 
the years 1925-1973. 


Lydia Torr attended the Public Library Techniques Courses on Adult 
and Young Adult Book Selections. 


With our part-time assistant Mrs. Torr having illness in the family and 
unable to work, Mrs. John (Nancy) Sherman joined us in August. Since 
Mrs. Torr’s return, Nancy has continued to fill in whenever needed.

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Inter-Lakes Day Care Center 
Report to the Towns 


During 1975 the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center served 117 children from 
Lakes Region families. The Center operates a pre-school program with a 
full range of services including education, health care with a weekly basic 
health check by a registered nurse, periodic vision and hearing 
screenings, immunizations, dental care, nutrition, and _ nutrition 
education. We also participate in the New Hampshire Special Food Ser- 
vice Program offering a daily hot lunch, breakfast, and nutritious snacks. 
The Center is in operation on a year-round basis from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m., making it possible for the parents of forty children to maintain 
employment. 


The primary concern of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is to provide 
a home-like, educational environment for children of working parents. We 
also offer a nursery school program, and an after-school program for 
elementary school children of working parents. 


The total budget of the Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is $47,060.00. Of 
this we will be receiving $18,021.12 in tuition paid by parents, $10,018.32 
from Aid to Families with Dependent Children, $14,265.42 in federal funds, 
and $4,755.14 in local funding which must be obtained in order to receive 
the federal amounts. This means the money we receive from the towns 
that we serve is matched three times. 


Area residents are always invited to visit the Inter-Lakes Day Care 
Center at 11 Lang Street in Meredith.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The Belknap-Merrimack Community Action Program has provided 
comprehensive services to low income families, senior citizens, and other 
members of the Meredith Community during the past year. Most recently, 
a new outreach office was established at the corner of Main and Plymouth 
Streets in the early part of November, 1975. Among the various Com- 
munity Action Programs in which Meredith residents have participated 
during 1975 are: 


General Information and Referral: 


General information with regard to the needs of low income persons, 
senior citizens, and consumers in general provides a ‘large pa,'t of CAP’s 
services. Referrals to other agencies for help in meeting these needs are 
provided immediately and follow-ups are done whenever possible. 
Emergency assistance and crisis intervention remain a vital part of 
CAP’s daily services. 


Housing: 


CAP has provided assistance to many Meredith residents in various 
housing-related areas, including the Winterization Program (distribution 
of plastic, caulk, weatherstripping, energy conservation pamphlets, and 
insulation and repair work to eligible families), the Heat Emergency Loan 
Program, fuel-utility assistance and landlord-tenant relations. Farmers 
Home Administration application assistance is also available. 


Food Buying Club: 


A successful food cooperative is located at the Meredith CAP outreach 
office. Eligible low income families (who must serve as volunteers in the 
co-op in order to participate as members), are able to buy high quality, 
nutritious foods at substantial savings. A new feature of the Meredith 
Food Co-op is the Recipe of the Week. Each week a member of the co-op 
contributes a recipe which is economical to prepare and which provides 
high nutritional value. The Recipe of the Week is distributed to each 
member at the Food Co-op on Wednesday evenings. 


Family Planning Program: 


Expanded clinic hours and increased medical services allowed 
Meredith women to make 41 visits to the Family Planning Program’s new 
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clinic facility in Lakeport. In addition to the medical care offered to 
enrolled patients, VD tests, pregnancy tests, counseling, and educational 
services are free to anyone requesting the assistance. Goals for next year 
include the opening of an evening clinic for working women, and improved 
community educational efforts. 


Rural Transportation 


An ongoing program, the Belknap County Rural Transportation 
Service is designed to help senior citizens and low income persons in need 
of transportation. One day per week, a route with a pick-up stop at the 
Meredith CAP Office enables people to come into the Laconia area for 
medical and dental appointments, shopping, and other errands or ac- 
tivities. 


Operation Green Thumb 


In June, 1975, the Green Thumb Gardening Project was instituted. 
Forty-five Meredith families participated in this program, which enabled 
most to grow enough food for summer consumption and for freezing and 
canning. Seed, fertilizer, and consumer education literature were 
distributed and plowing was done when necessary. 


Senior Programs and Meals on Wheels 


During the last part of November, 1975, CAP took over the Meredith 
Meals on Wheels, Congregate Meals, and Elderly Transportation 
Programs. Since then, the meal site has been moved to the Meredith CAP 
Outreach Office, where the number of participants has nearly doubled. 
Participants in the Congregate Meals Program are also the Volunteers 
who package the food for Meals on Wheels. A part time activities director 
has been hired and an advisory board has been formed. An important part 
of the Senior Activities Program will be community service projects to 
benefit the citizens of the Meredith area and surrounding towns. 


Intake, Assessment, and Counseling for the Belknap-Merrimack Man- 
power Corporation Employment Programs 


Summer Work Experience, In-School Work Experience, Adult Work 
Experience and the Public Service Employment Program as well as 
direct job placement are all programs from which Meredith residents 
have benefitted during 1975. Through the Meredith Outreach Office, the 
Belknap-Merrimack Community Action Program provides intake, 
assessment, and counseling for the Belknap-Merrimack Manpower 
Corporation.

Dear Selectmen: 


For the year 1975, the N.H. Humane Society Shelter received 301 stray 
or unwanted animals from Meredith of which 198 were dogs and 101 cats. 
Of these, your animal control officer brought 37 stray dogs and 10 stray 
cats. We were also given two horses and these were placed in new homes. 


The society received twenty complaints on possible cruelty to animals 
and all were investigated but none required court action. 


For the coming 1976 bicentennial year, the society offers the Town of 
Meredith an Animal Control Agreement which will provide your Animal 
Control Officer and Town Residents with an excellent Community Service. 
The budget appreciation request is the same, $700.00. 


For this consideration, the society will provide a suitable shelter 
making it available 24 hours a day for your animal control officer to leave 
strays or restrain animals. This satisfies your towns requirement under 
Chapter 442-A, Rabies Control Act. We will assist your animal control 
officer in any unusual animal problem, cremate dead animals and in- 
vestigate cruelty complaints. 


For your residents, we keep the shelter open seven days a week from 
10-5 to receive their unwanted animals or assist them with an animal that 
needs to be put to sleep. A small donation will be requested for these 
services. We will also assist in the return of lost pets and offer healthy 
dogs, pups, cats and kittens for adoption. Free booklets to assist owners 
train their pets are available and we offer an educational program on 
animals for your schools and adult groups. Our cat spaying program is 
available to your residents. 


We feel the Animal Control Agreement is fair and complete offering 
good animal control. We invite everyone to visit our shelter and become 
familiar with its many services.

Report of the Public Health Nurse 
1975 


This has been one of the busiest year’s our Agency has ever had. Our 
home nursing case load has increased considerably and we have added 
new services. 

This year there were: 


1900 home visits made by the Nurse 
211 office visits 
12 occupational therapy visits 
37 physical therapy visits 


The homemaker home health aide and the occupational therapist are 
new services, and we hope that there will be an increase in their use this 
coming year. The homemaker home health aide service has proven to be 
one of the most important additions to our Agency that we have had to 
date. The homemaker is qualified to go into the patient’s home and give 
light bedside nursing, assist the physical therapist with exercising, assist 
with bath, shampoo, light housekeeping, grocery shopping, making meals, 
diet, and whatever other daily problems that might occur. This keeps the 
patient in their own home and happy; where in the past they had to gotoa 
nursing home, convalescent center, and or the hospital. 


Our nursing equipment which we loan to any resident of Meredith was 
used very extensively this year. Top priority were crutches, walkers, and 
wheelchairs. 


There were workshops on: 


Bookkeeping Title Funding 
Record keeping and care plans Human Services 
Child Abuse 

There were clinics on: 
Pap & breast Immunization 
Tuberculosis Diabetes 


In July we began holding month Blood Pressure clinics in our office. 
These are held every third Wednesday of the month from 12-3 p.m. 

By the time this report is printed we will have moved from our 
quarters in the Municipal Building to offices right across the street in the 
Horne Insurance building, just behind their offices.

On behalf of the Hospital, I would like to express our appreciation for 
the financial support given us over the years by the Town of Meredith 


During 1975, 537 residents of Meredith were admitted to the Hospital 
and stayed a total of 3,105 days. Of these patients, twenty-nine were 
provided service in the amount of $18,454.64 for which the Hospital did not 
receive payment. (These accounts ranged from a low of $34.00 to a high of 
$4,718.52.) 


Each year all funds received from the area cities and towns are used 
to replace worn out medical equipment and to purchase new medical 
equipment. Because of the increased cost of equipment, the funds we 
receive play a vital role in allowing us to maintain modern, up to date 
equipment and facilities for treating the sick and injured citizens of the 
Lakes Region area. 


During the past year, it was necessary for the Hospital to spend over 
$82,000.00 for equipment replacement and modernization. It was also 
necessary to make major repairs to our oil storage system, main electric 
power source into the Hospital, and the JCAH required that we install a 
separate power source for all areas in which anesthesia is administered. 


We respectfully request that an item in the name of the Hospital be 
entered into your budget for the coming year. Your Board’s favorable 
consideration of this request will be greatly appreciated.

Committee Report 


Since formation of the Meredith ARBC in 1974 some changes have 
been made in its membership. Currently serving on the Committee are 
Herberta Stark, Chairman; Raymond Montana, Judith Scothorne, Henry 
Stark, Kristin Anderson, T. Curtis Lloyd, Helen Montana, Robert Valliere, 
G. Wendell Whitcher and Charles Woodman. 


Through planned projects and events of sufficient merit, Meredith has 
been designated an official Bicentennial Community. Because of this 
status, we have received wide State and National publicity and have been 
able to secure a matching Grant in the sum of $1000 to up-date Scenic 
Park, the Meredith Garden Club project. 


Much of our time has been spent in earning small sums of money, 
talking to many organizations and individuals to obtain sponsors for 
various events and projects. In order to implement additional events, we 
have placed a request for funds in this year’s Warrant. 


Already we have had numerous events, including representation at 
the Bunker Hill ceremonies in Manchester and Boston. Several 
organizations were solicited for funds to send three bus-loads of young 
people to visit the Freedom Train; a small Militia unit has been organized. 
There have been contests to choose a local insignia and for anecdotes of 
local history; the 200th anniversary of Patriot’s Day was observed by 
hanging lanterns from the steeple of the Congregational Church and hav- 
ing a rider impersonate Paul Revere; there were ceremonies on Flag Day, 
and this year there will be an even larger ceremony, prepared by the Boy 
Scouts; we have had winning floats in the Independence Day parades in 
Laconia and Center Harbor as well as at Sandwich Fair. A memorial night 
in honor of Bob Montana was held during the summer, with displays of his 
work and the showing of the film, ‘“The Close Shave.’”’ We have par- 
ticipated in the elementary school’s Cultural Day and have made an at- 
tempt to assist the schools with projects and plans for their own ob- 
servances of the Bicentennial. Church bells rang in 1976 and the Select- 
men’s Proclamation was read in all churches. We have planned programs 
for a Winter Carnival, participated in the Civic Association Fair and made 
a beginning on creation of the John Bond Swasey Park. 


Work will be continued in the spring to make this park a restful, quiet, 
attractive place for townspeople and visitors to enjoy as they eat lunch or 
walk about. Perhaps in years to come there can be other uses for the park 
but for now it is to be kept very natural and without boat launching ramps 
or playground equipment. It is hoped to dedicate this park on July 4th. 


Other planned activities include Liberty Days in July with the Civic 
Association Fair and other activities; our big Bicentennial Week, the first 
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part of August, culminating in the big parade, under direction of Perley 
Valliere, on August 8. A golf tournament is planned in cooperation with the 
Center Harbor ARBC and the two local golf clubs. There will be sports 
days for young folks, industrial exhibits and open houses; a sugaring-off; 
barbecues; displays of memorabilia, crafts; a community Memorial Day 
service sponsored by all the churches and with Dr. Duane Squires as 
speaker; possibly there will be an antique car parade, dances, ethnic 
events and much more. The movie, ‘‘The First 200 Years’’ will be shown 
during Liberty Days. 


More local memories are desired before we can publish a pamphlet, 
as part of our Heritage project. Festivals have and will abound. The John 
Bond Swasey Park is our Horizons project, completing the three 
categories which make us a Bicentennial Community. 


The Bicentennial will be only as successful as the efforts of every 
person make it. Participation, cooperation, good ideas, financial 
assistance and a general spirit of good-will are necessary to make 
America’s 200th birthday the great event we all want it to be.

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1975 Police Report 


Herewith the annual report of the Meredith Police Department for the 
year 1975 with comparisons for the year 1974. I include activities of the 
Department and some general comments. 


In 1975 the demand for a competent, professionalized police depart- 
ment became increasingly more evident. The technical aspects of the law 
enforcement field require that police personnel be well trained in all 
phases of their duties. All new Police officers are now required by law to 
attend a Police Academy conducted by the New Hampshire Police 
Standards and Training Council. Your Police Chief is privileged to be 
chairman by appointment of Governor Thomson. 


Most of our officers are presently attending college at night to acquire 
a degree in Criminal Justice; one has already done so and will receive his 
degree with the spring graduating class. Also, through the Police Stan- 
dards and Training Council, every officer is attending various inservice 
training schools in photography, fingerprinting and classification of 
prints, police first line supervisor, police prosecutors school and many 
others. 


As of December 1, 1975, the town received a Manpower Grant 
through the Federal Government and we employed two night dispatchers. 
This latest development should provide more direct and efficient response 
to the needs of the public in direct contact with the police department. This 
will give faster response to those not only in need of safety services but 
emergency medical assistance as well, and you will be talking to local 
people who are more familiar with the local area and problems. 


I would also like to bring to your attention that during 1975 the 
department attempted to run a more aggressive Patrol in an effort to 
better cover the outlying area in an attempt to check more often the 
unoccupied homes of both resident and nonresident property owners. This 
has been done to discourage break-ins. This patrol has also been able to 
inspect cottages for damage due to weather, etc. and especially check the 
many heated homes with heat failure lights. I am happy to report that it 
seems to have been quite successful and we are going to continue to en- 
courage property owners to request property checks when they are away. 


We thank you, the citizens of Meredith, for your continued support, 
and we hope that we can improve our services to you in 1976.

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Meredith Fire Department 


For the year 1975, the Fire Department answered a total of 87 alarms, 
an increase of 11 over the previous year. There were 7 building fires, 14 
chimney fires, 6 truck and car fires, 3 electrical fires, 4 rescue calls, 2 gas 
stove fires, 2 oil burner fires, 3 gas washdowns, 7 false alarms, 23 mutual 
aid calls and 16 miscellaneous calls. 


Ten Meredith fire fighters attended the Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid 
Fire School on June 14 and 15 at the State Civil Defense Training Center at 
Lily Pond, Gilford. On July 17th, fire equipment from Meredith and seven 
other surrounding communities responded to an inter-department mutual 
aid fire drill at the town docks and Hesky Park area. The drill was held to 
simulate supplying a large quantity of water toa major fire in the business 
district of Meredith. Fire departments responding to the drill were Center 
Harbor, Holderness, Ashland, New Hampton, Laconia, Moultonboro and 
Sandwich, in addition to Engines 1 and 3 and Tank Truck 2 from Meredith. 


The fire department received delivery of a Port-O-Power tool (10 ton) 
for use in car accidents to enable fire fighters to rescue persons trapped in 
car accidents. 


In closing, again we wish to thank all employees and residents of the 
Town for all the assistance given us this past year.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


Meredith 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years. The 
town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or 
city during his term of appointment. The fire warden must authorize all 
open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No open fires can 
be authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the 
additional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest fire 
warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the 
warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand 
tool suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying 
pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and 
sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. Smokey 
Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire prevention 
programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution 
by local fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each 
forest fire warden is expected tocarry on a continuous wildfire prevention 
program within his town or city.

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Report by Marshall French 


Belknap District I 
Majority Leader, New Hampshire General Court 


The 1975 Session of the New Hampshire General Court resulted in the 
passage of many acts of important legislation, some of which I have 
mentioned in my reports to the ‘‘Meredith News.’ There were, however, 
two specific requests made at last years town meeting which I feel should 
be in this town report. 


The request relative to ‘‘ballot voting’’ at town meetings resulted in 
my entering of House Bill 859, which allowed the town meeting to decide 
whether a secret ballot would be taken by a majority vote and not just at 
the request of five people in towns of more than five hundred or three 
people in towns of five hundred or less. This bill passed the House but was 
side tracked in the Senate and did not become law. 


The request to oppose the granting of any ‘regulatory powers’”’ to 
Regional Planning Commissions, did not become an issue as there was no 
bill on the subject. There were two bills that concerned Regional Planning 
Commissions. One was sent to a study committee and the other, per- 
mitting Regional Planning Commissions to receive Grants for pilot 
programs for solid waste disposal became law. 


All three of your Representatives in District I, joined together in 
sponsoring House Bill 268, to establish a District Court in Meredith and 
this bill passed the House by a large majority. However, the Senate 
Judicial Committee saw fit to send it to the Judicial Counsel which will 
undoubtedly result in its defeat. I assure you, however, that your present 
Representatives will continue to fight for the establishment of a District 
Court as long as they are members of the New Hampshire Legislature.
